, All cooperative societies 
are based on four primary 
principles foynded by the 
Rochdale Pioneers. They 
are as follows: 

1. “A consumers'  co- 
operative society shall be 
democratically controlled." 

The democratic principle 
is not found ina profit 
business. A cooperative en- 
terprise is the only busi- 
ness where a member gets 
only one vote no matter how 
many shares he owns. 

2. "There shall be opon 
membership.’ No persons 
shall be denied membership 
inaconsumors' cooporativo 
unless it be known that 
they wish to join for the 
purpose of doing harm to 
the organization." 

No one can be barred 
from the organization be- 
cause of race, class, creed 
or color. No matter what 
& person believes or who he 
is, ho shares one fact with 
all men--he is a consumer 
who desires more things to 
eat, wear and wear out. 

The cooperative believes 
that "the more who share 
with us, the greater the 
benefits forall to share." 

3. "Money invested in 
_ @ cooperative society, if 
it receives interest shall 
receive a fixed percentaze 
` which shall not be more 
than the prevailing current 
rate," 

The rate of profit which 
a shareholder receives in 
an ordinary profit busi- 
ness is neither fixed nor 


definite. It varies with 
the profits of any given 
year. Cooperatives pay 


their capital a fair rato 
of interest and nothing 
more e 

4, "If a cooperative 
society makes a net profit, 
that profit shall be re- 
turned to the consumors 
who patronize the society 
on the basis of the amount 
of purchases." 

Any net profit made by 
@ cooperative is considored 
as an ovorcharge to the 
people who traded with them 
and is returned to them on 
the basis of the amount of 
goods purchased.

While it will be the 
general rule of the Eva- 
cuee Property office, Rob- 
inson pointed out, to take 
no action without authori- 
zation by the owner, emer- 
gency cases may come up 
where this will be neces- 
sary. If a. supervisor 
finds it necessary to take 
action to protect the own- 
or of the goods from furth- 
er loss, he is authorized 
to do so without consult- 
ing the owner.
